It 
ureal agency though we are to-day 
enabled to interchange thought and 
opinion. It is a living language to us. 

Let me strongly suggest that we should 
pass resolutions attacking those who are 
trying to entertain to cheapen the use of it 
as a part of education before we are ad- 
journed foi home as the sign language is 
endorsed ami utilized by nearly every emi- 
nent instructor in this country. It is not 
only an accomplishment bat it isalso right- 
ly used as a means lo an end and the Lest 
evidences of Jits virtue or energy are the 
achievements of the deaf-mutes who Have 
profited by it. We are more highly educat- 
ed than those of any other country where 
the pure oral system is mostly in vogue, 
and they fail to show any production equal 
to our standard. It is superfluous to say 
that the State of Maryland has been vciv 
fortunate in having a friend of the 8ign 
l>r. C. W. Kly at Frederick, 
Md. His wisdom has been always shown 
ever since he took charge of the school. 
poiiilirieirl was made in the year 
the choice is a singularly happy 
one, lie needs no eulogy or commendation 
from us, for since he entered his office fully 
equipped his work has lieen one constant 
ami one continuous commends- 
Hi. Klv has made for himself a re- 
cord aird achieved a reputation of which 
any man might be proud. 

What we want is a combination of the 
lein, manual and the sign langu- 
age, which is rightly prevalent at the school 
now. To be able to lead the lips of one's 
hearing friends is a good thing although 
it lacks spontaneity. The sign language 
is however, the source by which tb. 

can converse with the deaf in the happiest 

manner. The signs express all that is 
beautiful, graceful, harsh, ludicious or so- 
lemn ami hold 0111 attention and interest in 
the same manner as the speaker's voice 
falls upon the ears of these who can hear. 

In my opinion, a \ suggestion 

should be made is to huniilitate the friends 
of oralism 1 [ a set of the best sign* 

makers for tire purpose of visiting all im- 
portant towns in our State and engaging 
the best public places, such SS,Y. M. C. A,

turn the tide of public opinion in our favor. 
Yet while all this has been accomplished, 
it is not enough. We must be like a flow- 
ing river to keep our class fresh in the 
public eye. If we are on the pathway to 
stagnancy, we will be hound to go back- 
wards. Let us keep on and make things 
better and better as time advances. 

It is advisable that we should looks after 
the member's interests to the extent of 
finding places of employment to maintain 
eagerness in the promotion of their welfare 
whenever we find any of them in a state of 
distress. Let the public see that this 
Association is in the field for usefulness, 
and that we are energtic, active and weli 
equipped. This Association should make 
and publish reports, receive and discuss 
suggestions, keep all its objects bright 
with great earnestness and enjoy the re- 
union feature of the convention with its 
peculiar charm for the deaf-mute. Re- 
lative to the proposed federation of the 
deaf, I don't deem it necessary for us to 
discuss it at all until it is time to give it 
due consideration at present, we cannot 
lie afflicted with it, for we have not been in- 
corporated as yet. However, it seems feasi- 
ble to me that all the properly incorporated 
State Associations could be a part of the 
National Association of the Deaf ( provided 
that each has its own governing powers'! 
by giving a certain sum of money derived 
from the membership lists of the various 
associations which could be turned into a 
good-sized endowment fund. An arrange- 
ment of this kind would certainly do us 
much good. Another old suggestion is 
that this Association should also be the 
head of a proposed movement ( which re- 
ceives words of approval on all sides), but 
this question requires a long, careful 
thought of solving the problem how to 
I with constant efforts. When it is 
taken up as a beginning, it cannot be ex- 
pected to grow by spasmodic effort — the 
collection of a few dollars and then a lull 
that may extend over yeais and years, but 
by a direct and persistent work — namely 
a home for the deaf, upon the Y. at. C. A. 
lines. As this State is relatively small, it 
would not do to say " for the Aged and In- 
tir in IVaf," but we may see to it that it 
.elude some accommodations in a 
wing thereof for the latter if any of them 
can Ih- found we should thus have a home 
for all purposes for the exclusive use of the 
deaf-mute of the State of Maryland. 1 re- 
ferred to this movement several years ago, 
but its interest must be revived and its 
object fully accomplished, and when we 
really have such a treasure in our midst, 
it would lie like reaching a lesser Paradise 
foi us all. I hope this project will be a 
a cause for active discussion during one of 
our meetings. The Association must al- 
ways be under that motto " I will be 
prompt." Promptness will behooves us to 
cultivate the habit and will attain the best 
results. Time ripens all things. Push on. 
Keep moving. Rome was not built in a 
day. Strike the iron whilst it is hot. 

The shortest answer is doing. The sign 
brings customers. No man is born wise. 
So nothing can lie accomplished without 
effort . 

Should the Kxecutive Committee be au- 
I to have the powers to appoint one 
or two reliable persons to act as specially 
authorized collectors to canvass thorough 
ly in the interest of the proposed home, it 
would produce best results provided that 
they are perfectly capable of doing it. 
Por services and necessary expenses he or 
if two, they should receive a commission at 
such rate as may be decided by the Com 
mittee. 

Heat in mind, the leader of the proposed 
movement must work according to system 
as he will do his work with more ease than 
the one without a system. He becomes 
part of the machine and he and it work in 
a harmoniful co-operation. Let the 
ing out of the proposed home lie a terribly 
sacred purpose. We all love to see 
Por instance, look at the bee's honey comb 
or the spider's geometrical web. 

Concentration always come from greater 
depth of thought and is indicative of Intel- 
lect Utus flow, not breeze. What the 
Puritans gave the world was not thought 
but action. 

Let us recommend that we will regularly 
■ Oecemhei loth each year as the 
birthday of the founder of the education 
(Dr. Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet) for the 
(leaf in this country so as to keep fresh our 
enthusiasm. His work is too well known 
to need lecital. In many parts of the 
United States his memory is honored an- 
nually. I,ct us do likewise. 

There are two matters of vital importance 
to ihe Conve n tion, Vix\ the intelligence 
and tlicers must be cal- 

culated ami the judgment in the reading of 
papers and making addresses. 

Hit the nail agaiu in the head. The as- 
sociation is in the eyes of the public and 
its progress will surely be keenly watched. 
The craft has always been well officered 
and manned and is being steered on a 
ionise, which, if persisted in, cannot fail 
to land where it will rcllcct credit Ivith to 
the deaf ami their welfare. 

ieney is but one recommendation to 
There should not be, as there too 
often is, a scramble for place and powei , no 
favoritism or preferment on such grounds 
— we should go for measure, not for men. 
Hlect no one out those who arc best quali- 
fied and most inclined to push desirable 
means through. The degree of success will 
hinge upon the earnestness of any made 
effort. Let OUT efforts be more usefully 
extended than in the past -" al».i

When Secretary of State Morel 
was introduced, he spoke of the cos 
torn of bestowing honors upon those 
who deserved them on such great 
occasions. He then proceeded to 
confer the ribbon of Officer de 
P Academic, and the button of Of- 
ficer of Public Instruction upon 
twenty of the deaf, nearly all of 
whom were French. The first to be 
called was Dr. Thomas F. Fox. lie 
was quite bewildered when the un- 
expected honor of Officer of the Aca- 
demy was affixed to his coat lapel, 
lie was effusively congratulated by 
M. Morel and President Dusuzeau, 
and applauded by the assemblage. 
The names of tbeothers upon whom 
honors were conferred could not be 
obtained. 

In the afternoon, the session be- 
gan with reading of a huge pile of 
letters, by Secretary Oaillard, Mr. 
Omnes interpreting. All the rest of 
the afternoon till the lamps began 
be lighted was ocenpied by M. 
Thollon, Principal of the National 
Institution for Deaf-Mutes of Paris. 
He talked of the virtnes of oralism 
from start to finish, and one by one 
the deaf-mote* began to tire, and 
left, the hall. 

When at last he did finish, Mr. 
Francis W. Nulroor took the floor 
and with brevity and force told 
them there were two ways of look- 
ing at the matter of oral instruction, 
and that in many cases there were 
other methods of superior value 
and demonstrated snecess. 

When the deaf reassembled at 
the Sorboune on the morning of 
Friday, August 2d, the hearing 
teachers again held the floor and 
kept at the oral-method praise, till 
the deaf lost patience and demand- 
ed they be called to a halt ; indeed 
the deaf-mutes became so insistent 
that there was frantic disorder in 
several parts of the hall. Some one 
quietly had two policemen called 
in, but there was nothing for them 
to do. At last deaf representatives 
the floor, and the way they 
talked in favor of a combination of 
methods, and in opposition to single 
methods, was a caution. The 
chairman did not announce the 
names of the speakers, bnt they 
from different, nations, as 
culiarity of their signs testifi- 
ed.

RESOLUTIONS. 

A series of resolutions had been 
prepared and were read, one by 
one, by the secretary, Mr. (Jailbird, 
interpreted by M. Omnes, presented 
and explained by President Dusu- 
zeau. Some of these resolutions 
failed to pass, and were evidently 
the work of the hearing teachers 
who favor the exclusive use of the 
oral method. One resolution in 
particular was in effect Intended lo 
make progress in speech the test, of 
of intellectual ability. It was put 
to a vote three times, and three 
times it failed. The persistent in- 
terfering of the hearing teach' 
tire platform, who kept talking 
through the Interpreter at the deal 
members of the Congress was simply 
disgraceful. The President did not 
seem to know what to do, so he sat 
still and let the hearing continue 
the dishonorable work of ruining 
the convention. However, these 
are the more important of the re- 
solutions adopted : 

Int.— That clawwj.s of tin- deaf should not. 
havt- more than t.eu pupil*. 

2d. — That the compurgation of !• 
should be Increased. 

3d.— That the. terra of Instruction be not 
lea* than ten yearn. 

4th.— That trades kIiouM lie taught l>y 
competent b ion witli the 

clam room work of the school. 

Dr. Fox here took the floor and in 
clear signs presented the following 

resolution, which had been banded 
in on the previous day and translat- 
ed into French by Secretary 
lard : 

Resolved, That we believe 
that the best system for the 
education of all deaf-mutes to 
be a combination of speech, 
writing, spelling and signs all 
methods that have proved use- 
ful for their benefit, and which 
comprise the Combined System. 

When this was put to vote the 
entire assemblage raised their hands 
or stood rrp, some even standing 00 
their seats and waving their hats. 

If there has ever existed any 
doubt as to how the deaf of differ 
ent nations stand in regard to edu- 
cational methods, this ought to 
tie it. They are overwhelmingly irt 
favor of a combination of all 
thods.

Then with 
banners denoting the names of the 
societies, they marched to the statue 
of De I'Epee, which stands in a 
square fronting a church. The 
square was decorated with flags and 
bannerets. Policemen kept, all the 
for the deaf. With M. Dusu- 
zeau at the head the deaf unites 

made a fine appearance as they 
entered the square and lined up in 

front of the statue with wreaths 
and flowers and banners. Various 

societies contributed wreaths and

THE INTERNATIONAL CON 
GRESS OF THE DEAF. 



TIIK IMl'KKSHIONS OP AN AMKKICAN 
DBLBG A'l'K. 

Pauis, Aug. (i, 1918.— The Inter- 
national Congress of the Deaf has 

come and none, leaving only me- 
mories to be cherished, or not, ac- 
eordltig to each individual's im- 
pressions. 

Mr. Editor, kindly allow me lo 
record mine for the benefit of the 
deaf of America, who oooid not at- 
tend. 

As a gathering of the deaf from 
all parts ol the civilized world il 

was a record breaker. Never be- 
fore have so many of the deaf from 
so many different countries met ami 
mingled. They came from Ameri- 
ca, England, Ireland, Scotland, 

Spain, Austria, Germany, Belgium, 
Turkey, Armenia, Italy, Switzer- 
land, and there was a heating teach 
er of the deaf from .Japan. Per 

haps there were a few other coun- 
tries represented that escaped my 
nolico in the great throng. Hut, 
all managed tO make themselves 
understood by Hie universal sign 
language. In fact so many more 
came than were expected Unit the 
accommodations provided at the 
Reoeptlou and other functions were 

Inadequate, so them was consider 
able crowding and discomfort. 

Hut aside from the social func- 
tions, entertainments, and so forth, 
what about the Congress itself ? 

Truth eompells me to slate that 
as a Congress of the Deaf, it was a 
colossial farce. 

This was evident from the very 
first, for on the left of the presi- 
dent, on the Stage, sat several hear- 
ing gentlemen, one a Government 

Official, an Inspector of Schools for 
the Deaf, ami at the fiist session 

this gentleman occupied the time 

so long thai there was no time loft 
for several of the deaf, who were on 
the program, BO they were cut out 
with " leave lo print." At every 

session those bearing gentlemen 
were present, alert and attentive to 

every thing going on, and in the 
debates they were more prominent 
than the deaf. If any thing was 
said that displeased them up DOpp 
ed one or the Others of them to com- 
bat it, and they seemed to have 
the right of way to the exclusion of 

dcat delegates eager foi their say. 
[f any thing pleased them they led 

in the applause. If any thing dis- 
pleased them they frowned and 
shook their heads, and many of the 
deaf in Hie crowd took their cue 
from them. And they voted loo ! 

On one occasion Mrs. (Jaillard, 
wile of the Secretary of the Con- 
gress, delivered an impassioned ad- 
dress in favor of the sign language. 
These hearing Kent I an shook I heir 

beads omnljunly, ami a venerable 
Mother Superior sitting behind 

them, got up ami advancing to the 

front, said lo Mrs. (Jaillaid, as she 
was taking her seal, " I am asham- 
ed of yon," before the whole Con 

green. Mis. Galllard sat down In 

front of me, besides one of her 
former teachers, and I noticed that 
she was gently chided for wh.il 
she had said. Mrs. (Jaillard was 
almost in tears, and I tried to com 
foil, her, and Mrs M. Ileyman, of 
New York, told her she was a brave 
girl and the Joan d'Arc of the deaf. 
Let. us so name hef, She is very 
petite and pretty, and she has the 
spirit of .loan, so slut dried her 
eyes and stood her ground, just as 

any American girl of spirit would. 
All honor to Mrs. Qalllard. The 

Americans al once tell in love with 
her. I relate this incident simply 

to show the dominating influence 
in the Congress. 

Once there was almost a riot oc- 
casioned by a hearing man wanting 
to bull in when the deaf did not, 
want Ul hear him. The President 
told him tO retire, but he insisted, 
and finally carried his point. The 

presiding officer often out the deaf 

off Short, but seemed to lie pOf 
less to limit the proloxity of the 

hearing men. 

A resolution was offered by a 
bearing man, and put to vote and 

defeated. He at onoe jumped to 

his feet and proceeded to loll the 
delegates what was what, and the 

question was again put without the 

formality of a vote on reconsidera- 
tion, and the hearing man won. 

But it lakes an American to get 
around the French, <bi behalf of 
the American delegation, Mr. Fox 
presented a resolution in favor of 
the Combined System, and called 
fOI a vote, and it was Carried un- 
animously amid great enthusiasm 

before the bearing gentlemen knew 
what was going on. They seemed 

dazed, but, this time things Were 
proceeding rapidly as We were near 

the close, and pandemonium reign 

ed. Delegates were on their feel 

all over the hall, ami t.he President 
was powerless to enforce order, and 



the heariug gentlemen were lost in 
the whirl. It was an exciting mo- 
ment, but for ouoe tin* deaf had 
their say, and they said it with a 
vengranco. 
If those hearing gentlemen have 

any sense they must have noticed 
the enthusiasm with which those 
resolutions were received, and I 

hope it gave them food for thought. 
After glowing speeches in praise 

of the Officers Of tbe Congress il 
was declared ended, and in a whirl 

ol excitement and enthusiasm such 

as 1 never witnessed before, veteran 

as 1 am in American Assemblies of 
the Deaf. 
Parliamentary Rules, as wo knew 

them, seem to tie unknown here. 

The presiding officer is "It" with 
a big I. He can do as he pleases. 
So here ends the record of the 

greatest Congress of the deaf thai 
ever met, with the verdict — it was 
not a Congress of the </<"./•

At about three o'clock the anchor 
was pulled in, and then the yacht 
rounded on her homeward stretch.

reached our dock at Sheepshead 
Bay, at half past live o'clock.

After leaving Seranton our itin- 
erary of six weeks outing, embrac- 
ed Wilkes-Barre, Lansford, Mauch 
Chunk, Tamaqua, Pottsville ami 
Heading. All these interesting 
towns are scattered about in the 
Anthracite coal regions of N. E. 
Pennsylvania, and the interest is 
much enhanced by the ever-chang- 
ing scenery between any two points 
along the way. The railroads 
generally follow the winding courses 
of the Susquehanna and Schuylkill 
rivers, and as the train glides along 
at a rapid rate, mountain aud valley 
present themselves in quick SB sags 
sion. Then there are the ubiquitous 
culm heaps, the coal-breakers, the 
ink-like creeks and rivers, the min- 
ing towns, the wild forest scenery, 
— bridges, sharp curves in the cut- 
outs and the tunnels; and the coal- 
trains, the passenger trains and 
trolley cars come thundering along 
and renew interest aud attention. 

In view of the fact that the Pen- 
nsylvania Society for the Advance- 
ment of the Deaf will soon hold its 
convention in Wilkes-Barre, we 
think it apropos of the event for the 
benefit of those who were never 
there and who may contemplate at- 
tending to say a few words About 
thla beautiful little city of 75,000 
people. We were quite charmed 
with the town dining our whole 
weeks' stay and left reluctantly 
with an au revoir because — well, 
there were many reasons, and we 
have only space to mention a few — 
wish we could show yon all the sou 
venir post cards we brought away 
with us. This one shows the Public 
Square in the heart of the city. 
This two principals cross Streets, 
Market ami Main Streets, radiate 
to the fou i cardinal points, or 
"coiners of the earth," from the 
angles of this square. The Public 
Square is the heart of Wilkes- Harro 
— paste this fact in your hat — for 
without, this square there would be 
no Wilkes- Harre. It is the show 
place, the peacock's tail — the whole 
thing. It is here wheie you get, out 
of the trolley when yeu enter the 
town, and here you will take a seat 
on a bench under the shady trees 
and wait for another trolley to start 
and take you out again. The cars 
after leaving the square follow the 
course of the two principal cross 
streets and troll you to Pittson, 
Kingston, Nanticoke, Plymouth. 
or to whichever point of the earth 
yon choose to go. 

Wilkes-Baire is a spitless, spot- 
less town; and if you would be 
happy and rs}wt to raU' as a genie 
man you must not expectorate any- 
where within two miles of the public 
square under penalty of a heavy 
tine, or a dreary time in the " Lu- 
zerne County Prison." Your paste- 
pot may help you "some" in keep- 
ing out of such an unpleasant pre- 
dicament. 

Mauy fine stores, hotels, banks, 
cafes, " quick luetics," theaties, etc, 
cluster thickly around the Public 
Square, and also along the two 
principal streets above mentioned. 
At uight this section of the city is 
brilliantly and charmingly., lit np 
by numerous automatic electric 
signs and lights, ami the streets are 
thronged with people. 

There is janother card; it shows 
you the West Market Street Bridge, 
which crosses the Susquenhauna 
less than three blocks from the 
Sq uare. Those two big brick build 
iugs facing the river at the eastern

Eveu these otologists, whose spe- 
ciality is the study of the ear, its 
anatomy and its diseases, could not 
refrain from exclaniing: 

"Almost it is a miracle 1" 

By the infinite patience of hei 
teachers, by the treincnudous power 
of her own mentality, Helen Keller 

had emerged from the fog In which 
she seemed to grope belpie 

Professor John L Wright, of 
New York, who has devoted his 
life to instructing deaf-mutes and 
who was Miss Keller's teacher while 
iu New York preparing for College, 
introduced her to the learned as- 
semblage. She has heon studying 
singing for eighteen months with 

Professor White, of the Boston Con- 
servatory Of .Music. He sealed him-

self at the piano, struck 
chords and tho marvellous 
woman began to sing. 

As she sang many iu her audience 
were moved to tears. Her tones 
were low, but her voice, lost and 
restored, re ac h e d every corner of 

the great room. Duly a few false 
notes marred hei singing. 

Previous to giving this exhibi- 
tion, Miss Keller made an address 
iu Kuglish iu which she said: 

"This is a new day in theeduea- 
tion of the deaf, the day when the 
physician is no longer content to 
fight the hostile silences with me- 
dicine and surgicial instruments 
alone, but helps the teacher U> pour 
the blessed waters of speech into 
the dessert of dumbness." Por- 
tions of this address Miss Keller re- 
peated In French and German for 
the representatives of those nations. 

Miss Keller seemed to look 
straight ahead out of her sightless 
SOted to ga/.e into the 
faces of those before her, to re- 
cognize their emotions, to be con- 
scious of their smiles, to be tlatter- 
ed, perhaps, by their wonder. The 
simplicity of her manner was most 
delightful and most affecting There 
she stood, a pure being, isolated, 
dwelling alone with her happy, 
courageous thoughts. 

A not hei interesting feature of the 
afternoon was when Prof. John 
Dntton Wright, of New York i 
presented two of his pupils, M 
Mabel M. Johns and Oh tries 11. 
Over, Jr. Miss Johns, who is con- 
genially deaf, made an address in 
English, French and German, in a 
high-pitched treble unlike anything 
overheard before. Her word 
more clearly enunciated than those 
of the average normal person 
Y. American.
